The regular meeting of the olty
council was held on Tuesday evening
with all membera present. The meet-
ing was called to order with Presldent
Edward Dever in the chair. As the
minutes of the last previous meeting
were not prepared at this time, they
were not read.

An ordinance to distribute the §500
collected by Mayor Mitchell as fines
for violations of the Rose law during
his term of office thus far, to the fol-
lowing departiients was Introduced
$180 to the public
safety fund, $132 to the fund for the
prosecution of vielators of the local
option laws, and $188 to the general
fund.

Mr, Dowds reported that a commit-
tee of the counecll had made an Investi-
gation as to the condition of the side-
wilks In the First ward at various
points and that they were bhadly In
need of repair and that the resoclu-
tions, which have been recently adopt-
ed by council, will practically cover
the fleld and cauge the proper im-
provements to be made,

A resolution to construct sidewnlks
at various points In the First ward
at specified points, wans read for the
gecond time by Clerk Melntire, On
motion, the ruleg were suspended and
the resolution was read for the third
time by its title, On the vote for the
final passage all voted aye.

A blll for $1.80 from N, A, Clay weas
presented to the council, The mon-
ey, Mr., Clay states he pald for the
constructing of a sidewalk from the
front of his lot on Sugar street to the
edge of the curb line, This matter
was referred 'o the street committee
and the solicitor for examination, on
motion by Mr. Jones.

The matter of granting a franchlse
to the Mt. Vernon Light and Power
Co. was taken up again at thls mee)
ing. Mr, Cole stated that he had
found on investigation, that Mt, Ver-
non would have to pay a higher rate
for electricity than the majority of
other citles should be the franchise, as
read at the time., be granted and that
it would be a business proposition to
gettle the matter favorably to the
council and the company as soon a8
pogsible, The matter of salisfactor-
ily arranging the matter was referred
to the ordinance comittee and the so-
licitor. In company with Mr, Stevens,
{he representative of the light com®
pany the committee adjourned to
another room for a perlod of half an
hour, during which time, a number of
changes were made in the rate or-
dinance, which seemed to be the great-
pst drawback against a favorable vote
on the ordinance by the council, The
following nmew rate was agreed upon
by Mr. Stevens and was referred to
the counell by the committee: 12%e,
less 20 per cent or a4 net of 10¢ for
the consumption of less than one kil

The orginal ordinance governing the

rites to be charged the constmers of
electrielty, should the franchise be
granted, was brought up for final vote
for passage. As predicted '< the Bane
Mor, the ordinance was lost as all
members of the councll voted unfay-
ably. ’
The new ordinance to regulate the
rates to be charged for the consump-
tlon of electricity by the Mt. Vernon
Light and Power Co. was Introduced,
the only change in this from the orig-
inal being the change of rates, The
new ordinance contains the above rate
list which had been prepared by the
committee and Mr, Beverns a short
time before. A motlon was made that
the ordinance be read for the second
time by its title under the suapen-
glon of the rules, but the motion was
lost na Messrs, Dowds and Dubinsky
voted unfavorably.

On motlon, the matter of granting
of the franchise was laid on the table
untll the next regular meeting.

May Have A Postal Savings
Bank September I

Postmaster W, 8. Cappeller belleves
that Mansfield will have & postal say-
ings bank about September 1. No
formal application has been filed for a
bank here for the reason that this is
belleved to be unnecessary as the gov-
ernment will undoubtedly take steps
to furnish the necessary supplies and
establish these banks almost simultan-
eously In every first and ‘second-class
postoffice In the country.

Anticipating the passage by con-
gress of the postal savings bank bill,
the postoffice depariment some time
ago Issued orders to simplify the work
of the money order division. The use
of the advica to the office on which an
order Ig drawn will be abollshed about
Oct. 1. Money order reports to Wash-
ington will be cut from weekly to bi-
monthly, The saving in clerical labor
is expected to provide much of the
force reguired to handle the bank bus-
Iness.

Postmasters in Ohlo and all over
the coutry have been appealing to
the department for the honor of op-
pening the first bank. They appear
to be under the impression that the
gystem will be Inaugurated with a few
offices and extended, after the manner
of rural free delivery.—Mansfiold
News.

Irml_\' 168 people killed by lightning in

| 1908, and only thirty of these people
were killed In the cities. Heat nnd
sun killed 763 during the same year;
2038 died from cold and freezing, and
295 were drowned. But you will
find It quite a waste of time during a
thunder storm to try to ease the fears
of a persons who Is afraid by telling
him or her that the chances of being
killed by lghtning are less than two
In a million; they will remain just as
frigtened for this mortuary knowl-
edge, And after the storm hns pas-
sed and nerves have steadled the wo-
man who was so frightened a few
minutes before will start getting sup-
per on the gas stove, smiling through
her tears that the danger has all pass.
od, and only laughing If you will ven
ture the remark that twice as many
people are killed by gas stoves as by
lightning."

P

Is Prominent In His Own
Home Town

——

The following relative to Judge Rob-
ért 8. Bhields of Canton, from the
Canton News, is of Interest here:

When Judge Robert 8, Bhields as-
sumes his place on the Fifth Ohlo cir
cult bench—for the election Is practi-
cally awsured, the district belng nor-
mally Democratic—he will have fecl
ings of regret at deserting his present
law office In the BEagle block, in which
he has transacted his law business
for 39 years,

The little office, Imposing with its
great stacks of law books furnishing
evidence sufficlent of Mr, Shields’ in-
dustry, Is like a home to the Canton
lawyer. In it he has threshed out
scores of cases and met thousands of
clients, Incldentally It has been the
scene of many political conferences,

“I admit,” sald Judge B8hislda to
friends who were congratulating him
upon his nomination, “that I will feel
o bit sorry to give up my old quar-
ters."

Born in New Jersey, Judge Shields
was graduatad from Unlon college, an
Eastern Institution, and then struck
out west, as all the young men of his
day did. He continued his law read-
ing in Tuscarawas county and then up-
on the advice of a lawyer of that coun-
ty came to Canton.

The Eagle block from that moment
—and that wag In 1871—has had
Judge Shields ag a constant tenant.
From this bullding he went forth to
serve as mayor of Canton from 1871
to 1874; as proseciting attorney of
Stark county from 1876 to 1880, and
ag United States district attorney for
the Northern Ohlo district under Grov-
er Cleveland,

Judge Shields, as mayor of Canton,
had his offices In the basement of the
old courthouse. Hig pollice torce com-
prised five or six men. George Old-
field was his marshal, Joseph Riegler,
stlll a member of the police depart-
ment, and Abraham Eitneier were
members of the police force.

As district attorney, Judge Shields
figured in a numbeér of important gov-
